All the attack s p rior to the Independence Day submarine 
offensive had been m ade by Army and Navy aircraft which 


have been limited in their operations by the

McNutt advised the U. S. Em ­ 
p loy ment Service it may deny 
labor p riorities to industries “in 
which wages and

work are not at least as advan­ 
tageous to a work er referred to 
a job opening therein as those 
p revailing for similar establish­ 
ments in the industrial area.” 
Such denial would mean plants 
pay ing sub-standard wages would 
not obtain w ork ers through the 
emp loy ment service until after 
the requirem ents of p lants with 
p riority ratings were filled. 
Government sources said they 
ex pected this would force m an­ 
agements to standardize and pos­ 
sibly stabilize, wages in various 
production areas. 
At McNutt s direction, rosters 
now are being p rep ared of sk ills 
and of w ar plants, in the order 
of their urgency , with the dou­ 
ble purpose of deferring sk illed 
men from military service and 
mak ing certain that 
the 
most 
vital w ar plants get first call on 
their services. 
One of the toughest problems 
of the m anp ow er mobilization for 
production has been the variance 
of wages paid for men of similar 
sk ills. To combat this the M an­ 
p ower Commission made the U. 


S. Employ ment Service the sole 
hiring agency in critical p roduc­ 
tion areas so that work ers could 
not move from one plant to a n­ 
other without approval of the 
emp loy ment service. 
This step, opposed by a con­ 
siderable num ber of work ers who 
objected to being “frozen” to their 
jobs, is being applied only on a 
limited test basis.

Fourth of July Deaths and Accident Hazards

kind. This connection can seldom 
be substantiated but the p ossibility 
« f rep eated minute traum atism s 
as a cause of illness is a very sug­ 
gestive one. It has been discussed 
in detail by Dr. Ernest T. Duschak 
of New York. 
Prolonged weight-bearing has 
an influence on comp ression of the 
cartilages of the joints of the sp ine 
and of the legs. A study of the 
p ressure within the knee joint with 
the subject standing and with 
heavier and heavier weights added 
around the shoulders shows that 
the increase in weight-bearing de­ 
creases the circulation of tissue 
fluid in the joints until finally it 
stop s comp letely. 


Possible Results 
Normally this goes on with 
everybody to a certain extent, but 
the stop p age of the circulation of 
tissue fluid in most of us is tem­ 
p orary, with no ensuing disorder 
of tissue nutrition. The comp res­ 
sion and relaxation of the carti­ 
laginous disks between the sp inal 
vertabrae that occurs in breath­ 
ing and bodily motion also nor­ 
mally results in no disorder. But 
with any decrease in p erfect nu­ 
tritional health of these struc­ 
tures, any slight increase in tra u­ 
matism may result in the begin­ 
ning of arthritis or neuritis. 
We discussed in an article a 
week or two ago the commoneat 
causa of sciatica, which is a p ro­ 
trusion of the center of one of the 
cartilaginous disks between the 


vertebrae. This p rotrusion occurs 
as a result of traum a, but the tra u­ 
ma is usually so slight that the 
p atient doesn’t remember when it 
occurred. It may indeed be one of 
these conditions in which rep eated 
microscop ic traum atism s cause the 
condition. 


Program of Prevention 
As time goes on, old age usually 
brings an increase of weight to the 
body and also a decrease of nutri­ 
tion to the tissues, p articularly to 
the joints, and it is not surp rising 
that at this time the chronic symp ­ 
toms of arthritis begin to be seen. 
According to Dr. Duschak. sol­ 
diers, factory workers, dentists, 
surgeons, 
p olicemen, 
salesmen, 
cooks and waiters are p articularly 
liable to microtrauma. Prevention 
dep ends up on shortening and in­ 
terrup ting the continuous weight­ 
bearing by intercalated motions, 
the use of exercise, massage, vi­ 
bration, heat and often the cor­ 
rection of such deformities as p ro- 
nated feet, knock knees, bowlegs, 
etc. 
These things, of eourse, are 
easier to say than to do but the 
concep tion is a reasonable one and 
those whose occup ations exp ose 
them to microtraumatism 
may 
well engage on a p rogram of p re­ 
vention.
